Opposing Generals 


On Peace Platform 


BERLIN, Oct. 8—(By The A. P.) 


—Today's seesion of the '\Vorld Peace 
Congress was thrilled by the presence 
on the speakers' platform of two gen- 
erals who opposed each oilier at the 
front in the world war, but who now 
entertain 
the some 
ideas regarding 


peace. Both generals told the congress 
that their personal experiences of war 
horrors made them convinced pacifists. 


The two "peaceful warriors" were 


General Verraui of France, commander 
of the sixth amy division during the 
hostilities and now 
professor 
in a 


French military academy, and General 
von Schoenacb of Germany, who was 
active on the Russian front during the 
war and who is now head of the Re- 
publican Guards. 


They told the congress that partial, 


gradual 
disarmament was impractical 


and declared^ that only complete general 
disarmament could save the world. 


''Wars today are » matter of tech- 


nique and machinery," asserted General 
Verraux, "not of armies or military 
drill. Therefore a little array is quite 
as dangerous as a big one because it 
can handle technical war equipment 
quite ns efficiently. 
The League of 


Nations scheme for partial, gradual dis- 
armament is not going far enough".' The 
scheme for neutral zones is impractl«r 
able technically, Future war with «as 
anil germs will wipe out European civ- 
ilization if permitted to break out,'1 


lit closing General Verraux urged a 


general strike against war, even includ- 
ing a strike of generals. 


General Schnenach accused officers 


of the old regime who still cling to the 
old militaristic ideas as being "cither 
fools or cowards" and criticized the 
Gerronn government for not opposing; 
the nationalists enough. 


"Nationalist secret organizations arc 


nonsensical with their utter childish 
military plans, but they do us infinite 
harm abroad," said General Sehoenach. 
"I am opposed lo an allied military con- 
trol commission because it is imprac- 
tical and furnishes secret organizations 
with new excuses and arguments." 


The German general conceded that 


the 
League of Nations may need a 


small police for temporary use until 
world disarmament is completed, hut 
he insisted that in the interim all pri- 
vate manufncture of arms and muni- 
tions must l)i! forbidden. 


"As tho League of Nations recently 


outlawed all war," 
the 
speaker de- 


clared, "I support all movements for 
the refusal of military service." 


RtHACySE, N. \'., Oct. S—John W. 


Davis, Democratic presidential candi- 
date, brought the second day of his 
New York state tour to a dos* here 
last night, arriving'from Utica, whert 
he delivered sn afternoon 
address in 


which he again defended his ideas and 
theories of government, as he said, they 
were represented by the major political 
parties and came put flatly in opposi- 
tion to "4iscriminatjon based upon re- 
ligion and upon creed." 


The candidate introduced the subject 


of racial and religious difficulties with 
a reference to the society formed yes- 
terday in Utica and sponsored by for- 
mer Senator Elihu Root. lie hoped 
that the organization, composed of 
Protestants 'and 
Catholics, 
would 


"blossom into"4 mighty tree over thi? 
nation" to teach'"the doctrine of good 
will among men, -which the angels sung 
at Bethlehem." 


In developing bis idea, Mr-- Davis 


said he recently bad taken the oppor- 
tunity to find out what the expressions 
of great Americans had been and quoted 
two of the declarations be had found. 
The first said: 


"\Ve have abundant reason to rejoice 


that in this land the life and truth of 
reason has' triumphed over the power 
of bigotry and superstition and that 
every person may here worship God 
according to the dictates of his own 
heart. 
In this enlightened ag«, and in
